The following Concurrent Resolution in- 


troduced by Senator LaQrave is now in 
the hands of the Senate Committee on 
Federal Relations: 


WHEBEAU, Through the hostility of the 


•present Administration to silver aa a money 
metal, it remains a commodity, its price 
subject to the schemes of speculators and 
sharpen, and 


WHEREAS, The prosperity of Nevada de- 


pends upon the restoration of silver to its 
rightful place as a money metal, side by 
side with gold, which can be only accom- 
plished by free coinage; and 


WHEREAS, The United States Senate 


baa passed a free coinage bill, which is now 
in the haads of the Committee on Coinage 
of the House, with a fair prospect of re- 
maining there until the close of the present 
sesnion of Congress; and 


WHEREAS, The people of Nflvad* desire 


immediate action concerning this great 
question, therefore be it. 


Resolved, That we urge onr Senators and 


Bepreaentatire in Congress to use every 
possible means to secure a report from the 
Coinage Committee of the House as soon 
aspois'ble. 


Resolved, That the Governor be requested 


to forward copies of this resolution to oar 
Senators and Representative in Congress. 


Aa the end of the present Congress is 


fiear( it is to be hoped that the Senate 
Committee oo Federal Relations will not 
delay reporting the resolution back to the 
Senate with a resommendation that it do 
pass. Ultra partisans may oppose it, but 
whon a party fears the truth it is evident 
that it is not in accord with the people. 
Only facts, and undeniable facts are set 
forth in the resolution, and if the facts ure 
against the Administration that is not the 
fault of the people. 
There should be no 


mincing matters or pandering to the inter- 
ests of the politicians on the silver ques- 
tion, as the passage of the Free Coinage 
bill is of far greater importance to tha peo- 
ple of Nevada than the political complet- 
ion of tbe persons who are appointed to 
Federal offload in the State.

DEATH 
OF 
GEN Kit, AL 
SHERMAN. 


General William Tecumseh Sherman 


•died at bis residence in New York City 
yesterday afteinoon after a brief illness. 
Be was one of the great Union Command- 
ers in the war of the rebellion, and like 
Other brave and patriotic men who risked 
their lives that the Union might be pre- 
served, recognized tbe men he opposed on 
the battla field as fallow citizens 
tbe 


moment they laid down their arms and 
acknowledged their allegiance to tbe Gov- 
ernment oi the United States. 


General Sberuian, who was a soldier, not 


n politician, was boru at Lancaster, Ohio, 
m 1820. He graduated at West Point in 
1840 and served in the war against the 
Semioole Indiana in Florida, 
In 1863 he 


resigned from tbe army and was succes- 
sively a banker and a lawyer in San Fran- 
cisco. In 1859 he became Superintendent 
of tbe Louisiana Military School at Alex- 
andria, a position which he resigned to 
accept a Colonelcy in tbe United States 
Army in 1801. Aa Brigadier General he 
commanded a brigade in in the first battie 
of Bull Run. In 1862 h« was a Major 
General and took part in the battle of 
Sbiloh and siege of Corinth. In 1864 
with an army of 100,000 men, he marched 
through Georgia, and in the Yv'inter of that 
ye »r marched from Atlanta to tbe sea. 
In 


1866 he succeeded General Grunt as Lieu- 
tenant General of the army, a position 
which he held, with headquarters at hit 
Loais, until he was placed on the retired 
Hit, when he removed to N«w York City. 


He was one of tbe last of the great Gen- 


erals of the war, and, though repeatedly 
urged to take part in politics, be resisted 
the entreaties of the politicians. 
His 


funeral will take place when his son, who 
is a clergyman in the Roman. Catholic 
Church, returns from Europe.

and Morgan. 


Tbe resolutions were then adopted unan- 


imously and the presiding officer requested 
to appoint a committee of five to attend the 
funeral and the Senate adjourned.

meeting of citizens to order i»t the Court- 
house at 7:30 o'clock last evening. 


The resolution opposing a State Board of 


Equalizations offered by Mr. Mapes a week 
ago was taken up. 


A motion by J. M. Fulton that those who 


favored the Hopes resolution sign their 
names to the resolution and those opposing 
it record their names against it. 
After 


discussion by Dr. Hogan, H. H. Beck and 
others, lost. 


R. L. Fulton spoke in opposition to the 


Mapes resolution instructing the Wasboe 
delegation to oppose the State Board of 
Equalization, and offered a resolution re-

was unanimously adopted: 


We are not unmindful of the difficulties 


encountered by the law making power of a 
State, of the ma&y conflicting interests to 
be considered, of the doubt cast over im- 
portant issues by a oloaer investigation and 
the many ways in which the path of duty 
is dicgaised. But we submit in all candor 
to the members of the Fifteenth Session oi 
the Nevada Legislature that there is no ne- 
cessity for a doubt as to their duty in tbe 
matter of reducing State expenses and of 
providing for State improvement. These 
issues were put clearly before the people in 
the campaign. All the candidates of both 
parties v Te pledged to them distinctly anu 
specifically and as a non-partisan business 
meeting of the citizens ot Washoe county, 
calls hltention to the facts. As a non- 
political body we warn the dominant party 
(bat inaction in these respects will be in- 
terpreted by the taxpayers and people of 
all classes as a gross violation of the most 
sacred pledges men con take. We regaid 
it as a plain duty of the Legislature to »s- 
tablish some method of regulating the as- 
sessment of proporty so as to reduce the 
rate of taxation, to reduce the number of 
members of the Legislature and mileage; 
dispense immediately with the Deputy 
Treasurer, Deputy Secretary o£ State, Dep- 
uty Warden, Clerk of the Supremo Court, 
placing bis duties upon the Secretary of 
State; Governor's Secretary and as soon (>•• 
can be with the Lieutenant Governor; At- 
torney General, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and all other unnecessary offi-

The State Insane Asylum. 


The JOURNAL is indebted to ex-Governor 


Bell for a copy of the report of the Com- 
missioners for the Care ol the Insane, and 
of the Superintendent of tbe State Insane 
Asylum for the years 1889-90, The num- 
ber of patients in the Asylum December 
31, 1888, was 167, of whom 131 were males 
and 3G females. 
The number admitted 


daring the two years ending December 31, 
1890, was 64-50 males and 14 females. 
Discharged during the year 43 males and 
7 females. Whole number treated during 
the term 238. Total nnmber of patients 
remaining in the Asylum December 31, 
1890, 181-138 males and 43 females. 


Twenty-seven deaths occurred during 


the term, being an auunal percentage of 
5 85-100ths on the whole number treated. 


There were 167 patients in the Asylum 


at the date of last report, and tbe nnmber 
tit date of present report was 181, an in- 
crease daring the term of 14. 


An elecirio light plant has been erected 


at the Asylum, and the water supply ia 
pure and abundant, and is f urniahetl at a 
trifling cost by the same power which gen- 
erates tbe lights. 


The whole cost per capita per day of 


patients dnriog the two years was 65 
33-lOOths cents, which is in striking con- 
trast with tbe State Prison, where the net 
ooet per prisoner per day for the same 
years was $1 09.

This skirt, when I strike the water, will 
spread out in the shape of a pond lily leaf, 
and I will rest on i t in an upright position 
as easy as though reclining on a couch, 
and I can float around until picked up.'

I should be delighted to hear that he got 
more and worked leas: but I confess that 
my sympathies aro stronger for the wo- 
men who work far more hours and get 
far less.

Last week they were invited to tea. It 
was the first meal which many of them 
had had daring the day.

their arms. Their aspirations were not 
exaggerated. They wanted to be paid a 
little better and to have workrooms pro- 
vided for them by the manufacturer* 
who employed them.—London Troth.
